Last week the Antioch News reported that 
the proposed 1981-82 budget for the village of 
Antioch was $1.7 million. This was compared 
to* a figure of $2,368,936 budgeted and 
$2,169,806 spent last year by adding all the 
Jigures we had on the monies budgeted and 
spent by the village in that fiscal year, 
provided by the village clerk. -j. 

Comparing the two, we came up witlT 
figures that showed the new budget was ap-. 
proximately $700,000 less than last year's

The figures added indicated monies spent 
on special projects, plus fund arid bond 
figures during 1980-81. The News was given 
the impression that total outlay was a total 
budget. "-^ 

"This does not give a true figure com- 1 
parison of the normal cost of operating the 
village," it is best to compare the total 
general fund figures, 1 

The general fund includes administrative 
costs, the public works department costs, 
park department costs, pool department 
costs, the genera] liability fund, police and 
fire funds, street, road and bridge funds, 
civil defense funds, etc. 

In 1980-81 the village budgeted $1,881,414 
for the general fund and spent $1,580,397. ' 

The village budgeted $151, 529. for the Or- 
chard St, repaving project* which was in- 
cluded in the general fund budget, and spent 
i $193,261 from the general fund plus $180,000 
from the motor fuel tax fund on that project. 
So in reality, the general fund expenditures 
for 1980-81. were $1,773,648, including the Or- 
chard St. project. - 

With $1,739,480 being proposed for the 
general fund budget for 1981-82, with in- 
flation presently at nine percent, the new 
proposed general fund budget is ap- 
proximately $142,000 less than last year's 
budget and $34,000 -less than what was 
dispensed from the general fund last year^ 
including Orchard St. expenditures. '[■ , 

In checking we also found that we only had 
the figures for the total police department 
budget sans dispatchers cost, etc., when we 
quoted the 1981-82 police budget figure at 
$349,150. 

The total police fund budget for 1981-82 is 
actually $432,650. 

So the police fund is up almost $64;000 from 
last year's expenditure of $368,739. 

Thir~year's-budget-slates~$108,000;-undei-- 
revenue sharing and the money spent last 
year for this was $1 12,000. 

According to Village Clerk Marilyn Ster- 
benz, both figures are so close that the ■■.._ 
penditure this year is expected to be about* 
the same as last. 

The village board is expected to pass an 
appropriation ordinance on the $1.7 million; 
proposed budget at this Monday's (July 20) 
board meeting.

from a : normal or even golden passbook 
savings account. 

Now logic tells me, that as long as they are 
loaning money at a 16 percent interest rate or 
more, they can afford to pay 13 or 14 percent 
jnterest on.these.certif icates of deposit. 

The only problem that I see is that, in the
